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Greenwood/Woodstock transfer 
station approved by state board 


Reversing its January decision, the 
state Board of Environmental Protection 
voted 9-0 last Wednesday to approve 
a permit for the Greenwood/Woodstock 
transfer station, In its earlier vote, the 
decision was 4-2 against the permit. 

Participants and observers credited 
the reversal of the earlier decision on 
a better presentation by the two towns, 
plus energetic behind-the-scenes work 
by State Senator Don Twitchell (D- 
Norway). 

“Last time it was established that the 
towns went ahead without permission 
[the transfer station was opened last fall] 
and then didn’t construct it according 
to their plans,“ said staffer Dave Lewis 
of the Department of Environmental 
Protection, “This time the towns sub- 
mitted new evidence and said they’d 
hire an experienced contractor to con- 
struct the site,“ 

Woodstock Selectman Frank Bean 
said the towns will hire Bethel contrac- 
tor Dennis Wilson to finish constructing 
the site. : 

One of the nine conditions laid down 
by the board in approving the permit 
is that, in addition to hiring a profes- 
sional contractor, the towns hire a 
registered engineer to oversee the work, 
and to oversee the closing of the old 
dump, Adjacent to the transfer site off 
Route 26 in Locke Mills. 

“| don’t think the board understood 
[before] it was highly temporary,” said 
Selectman Bean. In getting them to

DEP staffer Lewis agreed: “I think the 
environment won one here, and the 
towns did too.” 

Greenwood Selectman Wayne Red- 
man credited the fact that, “We did our 
homework.” He also credited: “the peo- 
ple who helped us, the people who ad- 
vised us.“

Beginning May ist 
W. Paris will truck 
trash to Norridgewock 


The West Paris Board of Selectmen 
decided last Thursday to definitely set 
up dumpsters at the town dump and 
have a trash hauler take the town’s trash 
to a private landfill in Nprridgewock. 

As reported in The Citizen last week, 
the selectmen were considering sending 
the town’s solid waste to Norridgewock 
unless the City of Auburn gave definite 
assurance that the town could, soon, 
send its trash to the Auburn incinerator. 

They found out last week that no such 
assurance could be given, and so they 
opted for the long haul—about 75 
miles—to Norridgewock. 

They have come to an agreement 
with the operator of the landfill there 
on a $14 tipping fee per ton of trash, 
while they have accepted the low bid 
of G.A.N. Sanitation, of Bethel, for a 
hauling fee of $27 per ton. 

G.A.N. Sanitation owner Dwight

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Bethel selectmen 
finish budget workup 


Amidst sharp differences of opinion 
between Selectmen Arlan Jodrey and 
Pat Dooen, the Bethel Board of Select- 
men Monday night finished their 
budget. deliberations on next fiscal 
year’s budget. 

Surveying the $831,937 spending 
package they had put together, which 
is an increase of 27 percent, Selectman 
Dosen predicted a jump in the tax rate 
of 3.7 mills—an unprecedented tax 
hike, she noted. "One mill or a mill- 
oncatal would be bad enough, ” she 
said. 

Town Clerk Merton Brown pointed 
out that it was too early to. predict the 


to calculate what. revenues will be 
available in the budget aside from pro- 
perty taxes, 

But the selectmen went to work cut 
ting items. they had previously put into 
the budget, and when they had finish- 
ed, they had pared $33,950 from the 
total (mostly from road projects). Which 
was not enough for Selectman Dooen. 
“| won't recommend it,” she said. “I 
didn’t suspect you would,” commented 
Selectman Jodrey. 

“If you cut it any more, you're into 
things that need to be done,” he con- 
tinued, pointing out that two mills of the 
projected tax increase is for the am- 
bulance garage and the grader. “| ques- 
tion if people on the street are as con- 
cerned about the budget as we are.” 

In terms of finalizing the budget, the 
selectmen earmarked another $15,000 
for continued improvements to the Cole 
Block, plus pencilling in a total of 
$26,940 for upkeep of municipal 
buildings, 

In other budgets, they suggested 
$30,427 for summer roads, compared 
to the current $31,425; and $64,734 for 
winter roads, compared to the current 
$54,200, 

There is $35,000 set aside for a new 
grader, and the thinking is to borrow an 
additional $50,000 to have enough 
money to purchase a new grader before 
next winter, The first year’s repayment, 
which would have to be raised at town 
meeting, would be around $22,000. 


Public works was marked down for 
$287,231, compared with $251,673 
this year. The largest increases were in 
salaries, including $7,000 in employee 
bonuses, and in vehicle insurance— 
rising from the current $1,400 to 
$3,000—plus $4,000 for safety 
supplies, 


The revenue side of the budget still 
remains fuzzy, The only hard estimates 
so far are on expected rental income 
($5,040), fees ($8,700), landfill ($3,600 
each from Hanover and Newry), anda 
state block grant ($36,500). 


Federal revenue sharings funds is-one 
of the big questionmarks. 


The budget went to the Budget Com- 
mittee last night (Tuesday). That com- 
mittee will discuss it at three sessions 
before turning it back to the sélectmen,

Late that 
afternoon, he and 12 other single acts 
had 15 minutes each to practice with 
the Charlie McCoy Band, which Ted 
describes as the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra of the country-western 
expression, 

That evening, all 50 contestants 
gathered for a dinner and the chance 
to swap stories and experiences. "l was 
among the greatest group of human be- 
ings | ever met,” Ted said.

STUDDED TIRES FORBIDDEN 
ON MAINE ROADS AFTER MAY 1 

Motorists are advised that State law 
forbids the use of studded tires on 
Maine roads after May 1, 

“Section 1375. of the motor vehicle 
law states that tires having metal studs, 
wires or spikes protruding from the 
tread cannot be used on any public 
road after the first day of May to the first 
day of October,” said Col, Allan H. 
Weeks, chief of the Maine State police. 

The Maine Department of Transpor- 
tation may extend the lawful use of 
studded tires, with such notice 
originating from Transportation officials. 

The state police chief said the law 
does not prohibit the use of tire chains 
when required for safety because of 
snow, ice or other conditions tending 
to cause a vehicle to slide or skid.

leading into the dump later this month 
and begin hauling the trash around the 
first of May. 

The selectmen opted for a one-year 
contract with Norridgewock, still hop- 
ing that Auburn could eventually ac- 
commodate the town’s trash, The 
Auburn city manager promised the 
selectmen that should capacity become 
available, he will hold it for the town 
for up to.a year—until the contract with 
Norridgewock expires. 

The cost of trucking trash to Nor- 
ridgewock is higher than trucking it to 
nearby Auburn—by $7 a ton, according 
ta the low bids given the town. 
Likewise, the tipping fee in Nor- 
ridgewock is higher, though Selectmen 
Hugo Heikkinen and Phil Hyam, who 
visited the landfill last week, were of the 
opinion that the Auburn rates will like- 
ly go up dramatically, 

In-any case, the town budget has am- 
ple money to pay for the Norridgewock 
solution. Special town meeting 
authorized $25,000 to set up a transfer 
station, and annual town meeting 
authorized another $25,000 to operate 
the dump. 

Selectman Hyam pointed out that the 
town will be able to save $100 a week 
with the new system because the dump 
will not have to be graded weekly. Also, 
there may be less trash produced, as 
Ledgeview may get a dumpster to han- 
dle-its.own trash, instead of bringing it 
to the town’s dumpsters. 

The selectmen’s action on the dump 
comes a week after a surprise inspec- 
tion of the durnp by the Department of 
Environmental.Protection, DEP inspec- 
tor Nancy Norman wrote the board last 
week, complaining that the dump was 
draining into a creek, that there was in- 
adequate cover, that there was no bar- 
rier around the tire dump and that there 
was burning of materials other than or- 
dinary trash. 

The selectmen decided to meet with 
her on her concerns, but noted that their 
own plans were developed without any 
consultation or interference from DEP, 

The selectmen announced that 
Leonard Pierson will replace Earle Bill- 
ings Jr. as dump attendant this week, 
and Mr, Pierson’s. hours will be increas- 
ed to 22, from 20. 

In other matters, Bill Gibson, of 
Stearns Hill Road, came in to inform the 
board that he is about to begin building 
his new barn, 

The board appointed Robert Kirchher 
and Don Pray to the Appeals Board and 
David Belskis and David Walton to the 
Planning Board, Two more alternates 
are still needed for the Planning Board.

The discrepancy between expecta- 
tions and bids will be put back in the 
lap of the Facilities Committee, which 
will discuss the matter tomorrow (Thurs- 
day) at 4:30 p.m. in the town office. 

After that, Mr. Lynch expects to get 
the low bidder and the architect 
together to see if the design or specifica- 
tions can be changed to bring the bid 
in nearer the mid-50s. "The first thing 
is to get the architect and the low bid- 
der talking to each other,” he said. 

_ The B.E.A.R.S., who will be using the 
building as their headquarters, were 
concerned, when they heard of the 
bids, that they were going to be out in 
the cold again. They ate supposed to be 
out of the school bus garage by Oct. 1. 

Some members of the organization 
complained that all they wanted was a 
simple building, but town officials had 
gotten the architect to design a building 
that could serve other purposes, thus 
jacking up the cost.

"Senator Twitchell was a great help 
and expedited matters,” confirmed 
Selectman Bean, State Representative 
Joseph Walker was also on hand at the 
hearing but did not speak, Senator Twit- 
chell spoke for the towns. 

Speaking against granting the permit 
was Robert Davis, a New Jersey resident 
who.owns a camp near the transfer sta- 
tion. His main concern was that it was 
nota suitable site for a dump operation, 
and he offered $5,000 to help move it 
somewhere else. 

The board, however, accepted the 
towns’ argument that the site was prac- 
tical and could be screéned to keep it 
from view of summer tourists. 

Specifically, the board ordered, and 
the towns agreed, that an eight-foot-high 
chain link fence will be erected bet- 
ween the transfer station and a camp 
ground road to the west; evergreens will 
be planted to screen the dump from 
sight; there will be no burial of waste 
on the site; there will be no burning of 
material at the site; the site will be open 
only with an attendant on duty; white 
goods (refrigerators, stoves, etc.) will be 
stored at the site no longer than six 
months; the old dump will be covered 
over with a two-foot cover of fine soil 
and then grassed over. “We don’t want 
rainfall to percolate into the dump site, ” 
explained the DEP’s Lewis. 

No time frame was set for the im- 
provements, but Mr. Lewis said, "I 
would expect to see them start on it 
right away. ” 

Selectman Bean confirmed that the 
towns are already making preparations

South Ridge, The condo additions will 
give the skiway 250 ski-in, ski-out con- 
dos, more than any other resort in New 
England, Mr. Otten claimed. 

The Barker Mountain lodge will be 
renovated, and Crisports will move 
from South Ridge to the upper lodge. 
Additionally, a 3,600 square foot 
maintenance building will be con- 
structed, and improvements will be 
made to parking lots and landscaping. 

Financing of the exnansion will be 
from earnings, as well as from loans 
provided by Casco Northern Bank. The 


by getting the chain link fencing and by 
loaking around for suitable soil, which 
must be 35 percent fine.

The expansion of trails and lifts will 
fake Sunday River the fourth-largest ski 
area in the Maine/New Hampshire 
region, propelling it past Wildcat.

Mr, Otten credited a dedicated and 
friendly staff for Sunday River’s success 
in having its best season ever.

If you hire a logger to do the cutting and 
the lopger strays over the line and cuts 
your neighbor's trees because you fail- 
ed to clearly mark your boundary, you 
are liable for damages in a civil lawsuit. 
This is exactly what has happened 
recently in several cases, and people are 
being sued for damages,” Mr. Kolman 
said. 

“When a logging job is going on, 
there is little timé to have property liries 
run. It should be done well ahead of 
any cutting. Plan ahead and avoid 
problems,” he utged,

French is spoken here— 
also German, Latin, etc. 


At Telstar Regional High School, four 
languages are taught: French, Spanish, 
German, and Latin, In the “college 
preparatory” levels a students must take 
at least two years of one of these 
languages. This may seem.a bit much 
but most colleges worth their salt de- 
mand at least three years of one 
language for admittance, 

Many students do not take a foreign 
language because they are convinced 
that they are not “brainy” enough to 
succeed .at it. This is not true, Any 
dialect one Jearns requires a great deal 
of work but one does not need to be 
a genius. Those who do take a 
language, on the average, begin to score 
better in their other classes than those 
who do not. This mainly because of the 
mental gymnastics the mind undergoes 
in learning a language. Dedication and 
a willingness to learn are really the on- 
ly requirements for studying a language, 
or anything else for that matter. 

{In Europe and Asia much emphasis 


is placed on foreign languages. A stu-. 


dent in Europe usually learns his first 
foreign language in the third grade, their 
another in the fifth, and so on. By the 
time the student has reached the age of 
16 he can have up to five languages, 
including his own, under his belt. This 
is done without any sacrifice of other 
important subjects such as. history, 
math, or science, In the United States, 
however, it is rare to fine a person who 
can fluently speak a language other than 
their own, The reason for this can be 
found in our educational system. 


The English language is the most . 


spoken tongue in the world. Of the 4.5 
billion people of the world, nearly 750 
million are at least farniliar with English. 
The English language is also one of the 
hatdest in the world to learn. Very few 
people born in countries where the 
common language is English realize 
how fortunate one is to grow up with 
the language. Anyone who has ever 
taken an English grammar course can 
certainly testify to the complexities of 
it. These complexities are due to the 
many irregularities within the language.

SAFETY TIP: Soon people will be out 
cleaning up and trimming the bushes 
and cutting trees. This means using 
sharp instruments. You should be 
careful when using these. If you are run- 
ning a power saw be very careful that 
you use the saw as it should: be used, 
A cut with a power saw can be very 
damaging and bleed a lot, The cut is 
very jagged and involves a wider area 
than a knife wound, 

if it is an arm or leg, direct pressure 
should be applied over the wound, The 
cleanest, lightest piece of material 
should be used for the dressing (sterile 
if possible). If itis a Jeg or arm, you can 
also elevate it to slow the flow of blood. 
If you have used direct pressure and 
elevation and the bleeding has not stop- 
ped, you should then use a pressure 
point, which is the brachial artery, just 
above the elbow on the inside of the 
arm, and the femoral artery, which runs 
over the hip bone. This controls the leg. 

A tourniquet is used only as a last 
resort because you are sacrificing the 
limb for the life of the patient.
